In view of the interests involved, we 
have thought it fitting to publish a de- 
tailed report of the Barry Sutton proceed-

At the Altona Shire Council meeting on Sep- 
tember 13, Cr. H. W. Lee accused Mr. Sutton of a 
“breach of ethics on the night of the Presidential 
Social Evening.” He accused Mr. Sutton of supply- 
ing to the “Star” the exact photograph” Cr. Lee 
alleges he asked the photographer to take for the 


“Footscray Mail.” 


The council then adopted a 
motion appointing Mr. K. Roper 
oficial photographer for the 
Shire. 

The following letter from Mr. 
Sutton appeared on the agenda 
for the council meeting on Sep- 
tember 27— 

“I wish to clarify the report 
printed in the ‘Altona Star’ Sep- 
tember 15, 1966, in which it is 
stated that at a council meeting 
I was accused of a breach of 
ethics. As my business ethics 
have never been challenged or 
criticised before, 1 wish to state 
the following facts in. relation to

my conduct on this occasion. 

“I was commissioned by the 
Shire Secretary to take photo- 
graphs of the installation of the 
Shire President at the Shire Offi- 
ces. At the conclusion of the 
council meeting, I was ap- 
proached by a representative of 
the ‘“Mail" who wanted a photo- 
graph of the Shire President 
standing on a chair with other 
councillors congratulating him. 
AH photographs taken on this 
evening were printed on Monday 
and delivered direct to the Shure 
Offices. Enclosed is a copy of 
a delivery reccipt signed by Mr. 
Waters’ secretary when the 
photographs were delivered to 
the Shire Offices. 


“NO copies of ANY of these 
photographs were made avail. 
able to the ‘Mail’ or the ‘Altona 
Star’. I have no control over 
the distribution of photographs 
after they are delivered and 
signed for by the client, which 
was your Shire. I consider it 
WOULD have been a breach of 
ethics on my part if I have sent 
a photograph te the ‘Star’ with- 
out first showing it to the Shire 
Secretary who had commissioned 
my services for the evening, and 
1 definitely did not do it this 
time. 


“I alsa feel that the Shire 
Secretary may not have desired 
a photograph of this type to 
have been used to portray an 
official evening and it would not 
be my intention to send any 
photograph to any paper that 
could cause personal embartass- 
ment to the council or those 
photographed. : 

“The photograph used by the 
“Altona Star” was a group taken 
later in the evening of the Shire 
President and his family and 
not the photograph requested by 
the “Mail” of the Shire Presi-

dent standing on a chair being 
toasted. This photo was also dé- 
livered to the Shire Offices. * 

“I would like to conclude by 
pointing out that I have been 
commissioned by many firms, 
Jarge and small, in a position 
of absolute trust and ethical pro- 
cedure over many years and J 
have never been challenged gr 
criticised. I would appreciate it 
if council would place on record 
that no breach of ethics was 
made and on the contrary that '1 
acted correctly in handling all 
photographs to the Shire Secre- 
tary's office so protecting at all 
times the confidence placed in 
me by a client. I also hope that 
the council sees fit not to dis- 
pence with my present services 
which I value greatly.” : 
SHIRE SECREYARY CONCURS 


Shire Secretary, Mr. J. W; 
Waters, added his comments on 
the letter, he said— : 

“I concur with the statements 
made by Mr. Sutton. The photo- 
graphs were delivered to the 
office on a Monday and in ac- 
cordance with my instructions 
were immediately delivered by 
an officer of the council to the 
“Altona Star’ with the request 
that a choice be made of photo 
or photographs suitable for re- 
production in that week's issue 
of the “Star.” I was not aware 
that any photographs had been 
Particularly requested by the 
“Footscray Mail,” but if the 
“Mail” had contacted this office 
I would have automatically per- 
mitted them, or for that matter, 
any other newspaper, to inspect 
all-of the photographs with a 
view to selecting the photograph 
deemed most suitable for their 
readers. Incidentally, Mr. Sut- 
ton will not make prints of 
photographs which have bees 
commissioned by clients, unless 
the client authorises him so to 
ao.” : 

When Cr. H. W. Lee rose to 
comment on this item at the 
meeting on September 27 he 
‘opened by saying he was trying 
to see the matter in its right 
perspective. 

He said there séemed to be 
a misunderstanding and he was 
prepared to admit he had mis- 
judged the situation to this de- 
gree, ; 

He admitted he thought the 
photograph had been delivered 
to the “Star,” but had since 
learnt that all the photographs 
taken on the night of the presi- 
dential social were delivered to 
an officer of the Shire. : 

However, he alleged it did not 
alleviate the position that the 
photographer was not acting for 
the Shire at the time the photo- 
graph was taken,

Some weeks ago there occurred in the 
Altona Shire Council meeting the incident 
which our reporter rather felicitously de- 
scribed as a free-for-all. : : 

Here on a matter of procedure a num- 
ber of councillors (who had been strangely 
silent on the main issue—the “Star's” al- 
ledged misdemeanors) tangled with Cr. Crofts 
in an unedifying manner, Finally Cr. Crofts 
won his point. i 
second thought. Is this the treatment to 
which this councillor is to be submitted? 

Our fears were re-inforced when’ at 
another stage Cr, Lee indulged in offensive 
abuse of Cr. Crofts which was at least tacitly 
condoned by the president. 

Similar tactics were employed at the 
next meeting. : 

A lengthy, premature, futile and repeti- 
tive discussion culminated in Cr. Lee apolo- 
gising to Cr. Crofts. Cr. Lee said, “’t am pre- 
pared at this stage to make a withdrawal and 
apologise, but | will get around it another 
way. | apologise.” 

Cr. Crofts knew when he was elected 
that he could expect his views’to be contrary 
at times to those of the other councillors. 
But is he also entitled to intimidatory tactics 
as these? 

Cr. Crofts is but one man. But at the 
last election almost half the ratepayers voted 
for him. 

He has thus a great responsibility. His 
prime province jis assisting in the governing 
of the Shire. The work of the Shire must go 
on. 

. In this we believe he will do as he 
promised. He will do all he can to assist the 
council and to co-operate in all efforts for 
the Shire of Altona.

The speakers were Miss Ceryl 
Hall and Miss Carole Fraser, 
who served for a year in New 
Guinea with the Overseas Ser- 
vice Bureau. 


Miss Hall, who is now a full- 
time official on the “‘home-front”* 
of the bureau, said that their 
work in New Guinea called for 
duties outside that of their role 
as school teachers. 

“We started a youth club, we 
ran Guides and Brownies, we 
tried to be nurses and we tried 
to help build an airstrip,” she 
said.

“Last year we had 70 Austra- 
lians we wanted to send away,” 
she said. ‘But we had sufficient 
money only to send 30. It ap-

“Then, almost on the last day 
in November the Federal Gov- 
ernment offered to give an an- 
nual subsidy.

SPOKE ON UNICEF 


Mrs. Joan McKenzie, a mem- 
ber of the United Nations As- 
sociation, speke to the Altona 
Baptist Ladies Guild last Wed- 
nesday week on UNICEF. 


A contributor .to the United 
Nations Children's Fund since 
its beginning, Australia is now 
both a donor country and, for 
the first time, a recipient of 
UNICEF aid, which will be dir- 
ected to the expansion of general 
science teaching in the Territory 
of Papua and New Guinea. 

Under a UNICEF-approved 

plan, children living in Papua 
and New Ginuea, some of them 
from regions where magic is still 
universally accepted. will be 
able to begin the “leap across 
the centuries” through lessons in 
elementary science. One thous- 
and primary schools will receive 
simple science sets supplied by 
UNICEF. . 
» Two thousand primary school 
teachers will be given one year 
refresher courses and, after re- 
turning lo their schools, will 
continue their studies by corres- 
pondence. 

General science teaching in the 
Territory's 60 secondary schools 
will be strengthened through 
the supply of supplementary 
equipment for science labora- 
tories. and tools’ for the local 
fabrication of simple apparatus. 

The UNICEF Executive Board 
has approved a total committment 
of $U.S.275.000 to this program, 
over a three years period, of 
which the sum of $U.S.176,000 
has been allocated for 1966-67. 
The Australian Government will 
match UNICEF's contribution 
with the expenditure of the 
equivalent of $U.S.825,000 over 
the three year period.

Altona District Hospital showed a surplus of $3000 
in the statement of income and expenditure for the year 
“ended June 30, 1966. 


This is a surprisingly good result when most other hospi- 
tals are reporting substantial deficits and increasing financial 
problems. 


The Annual Report and Balance Sheet, which was considered at the 
annual meeting of the Committee of Management last Friday night, was 
attractively presented on art paper’ in booklet form. [ft included much of in- 
terest and generally shows a most satisfactory picture of Altona hospital 
activity. 

Average bed costs per week increased from $12.10 per day in 1964- 
&5 to $13.24 in 1965-66. 

“In that perspectivd it is hard to understand the Hospital and Charities 
request that interim fees mustibe increased to $13.50 per day. 

Intermediate fees in all hospitals under their jurisdiction must be in- 
creased to $13.50 per day. '

Once again the activities of the hospital have resulted in a profit 
amounting to some $3003 as compared with $3172 profit for the year ended 
June 30, 1965, prior to any claims for depreciation. 


_Government policy in preparing accounts is to completely ignore any 
depreciatior? in value of equipment or provision for its replacement. The 
. hospital records have now beeri adjusted sa as to comply with this policy. 


_ Reduction _of Government Grants brought about by the increase in 
hospital fees in December, 1965, represented a decrease of $3050 to the 
hospital’s income. However, increased fees enabled the hospital to reduce 
its trading loss, which, after discounting Government Grants amounted to 
$8178 as compared with $11,058 for 1965; $16,752 for 1964 and $14,336 
for 1963. It is obvious, therefore, that the hospital is becoming more self- 
supporting as time goes by. . ; 


As regards expenditure, there has been very little fluctuation during 
the last financial year except for the large increase suffered in cost of labour. 
Although the hospital is operating with the same number of staff, salaries 
have increased by $3300 as compared with 1965, thereby representing almost 
an 8% increase in cost of labour.

Last week I witnessed two things which made me ashamed to 
be a citizen of Altona. Firstly, I saw a man heing sacrificed on the 
altar of political party bigotry and; secondly, I saw a meeting. con- 
ducted in such a manner that gave me a feeling of despair for 
the future of our Shire. .

Shire, Almost every word that this man uttered was pounced upon / 
and questioned and distorted mainly by Cr. Lee, and even after ! 


Cr, Crofts; invoked a Clause of the Local Government Act to de- 
mand an apology, this was discussed for five minutes by Cr. Fisher, 
to what end no one seemed to be sure, but appeared to be directed 
to prove that everything Cr. Crofts said was wrong and every- 
thing a Labor councillor said was correct: without question. 


The subject of the attack on Cr, Crofts by Cr. Lee was appar- 
ently to do with a fi é 
difficult lo ascertain on account of the rather garbled and dis- 
jointed way it was presented. However, if it was the finance com- 
mittee meeting that was being discussed this meeting was not 
finished, having been adjourned to a future date and therefore 
should have been sub judice.

published in the ‘‘Altona Star” 
last March said Cr. Crofts. 

The article reads: “Cr. J. J. 
Ginifer states rates will not rise 
in Altona before 1968. His re- 
marks were in reply to a recent 
‘Altona Star’ article. 

“This said rates could rise with 
a continuation of past loan money 
programming and the growth of 
services. 

“Cr. Ginifer referred to his 
previous comment (‘Altona Star’ 
12/8/65) in which he stated that 
the council should not vary the 
rate in the four-year period end- 
ing 1968 (when revaluation of 
the Shire is due). 

“At the council meeting last 
week (March 22) Cr. Ginifer 
said it is council policy not to 
consider altering the rates until 
the new valuation in 1968.” 


Cr. Lee, “submission irrelevant,” 
was his comment. 

“How does he reconcile state- 
ments council made two years 
ago?’ asked Cr. Lee. 

It was mentioned six months 
ago as council, policy corrected 
Cr. Crofts. 

He explained that the position 
was simply that he had taken 
in good faith the policy voiced 
by Cr. Ginifer and published in 
March, 1966, ihat there would 
be no rise in rates until 1968. 

Cr. Crofts said he took the 
word of councillors who had been 
on the Finance Committee for a 
number of years and said there 
would be no rise in rates. 

Cr. A. J. Fisher agreed the 
policy was reported in the “‘Al- 
tona Star’ but said he had not 
seen it in the minutes. He poin- 
ted out that in 1965°Cr. Ginifer 
said that if services were te be 
continued rates would rise. Cr. 
Fisher suggested this may be 
relevant when considering the 
matter. _ 

He also stated he considered 
Cr. Crofts was free to state that 
he would oppose a rise in rates, 
but suggested it may have been 
unwise before 'the estimates had 
been fully considered. 

The excess of expenditure 
shocked him too, said Cr. Fisher. 
However, retrenching of engineer 


ing works could mean retrench- 


ment of personnel. He suggested 
Cr. Crofts may not have con- 
sidered retrenchment of council 
employees. 

Perhaps it was ill-conceived to 
state he would oppose a rise be- 
fore fully considering the esti- 
mates said Cr, Fisher. 


WE MUST FIND EXTRA 
E MONEY 

He said he agreed with Cr. 

Crofts desire, but added. “We 
must find extra money, if the 
rates have to go up they will 
have to and you are in charge 
of this committee, so it is in 
your hands.”* z 

Cr. Crofts pointed out it was 
not all in his hands as he was 
only one member of the three 
on the committee and decisions 
of the committee must be agreed 
to by all nine councillors. 

He recalled that recently the 
council had invited the Federal 
Treasurer to come to a meeting 
called by the council to protest 
against price rises. 

“We are doing just this, we 
are considering a rise which 
will make the working man 
suffer again,” pointed out Cr. 
Crofts. 

He continued: “We would be 
placing further burdens on rate 
payers of this Shire and al- 
ready in this chamber there 
has been the mention of the 
fact that married women have 
to work fo supplement family 
incomes.”

Cr. Crofts said he had no wish 
to see retrenchment of staff and 
he did not want to see a rise 
in rates even if work had to be 
curbed temporarily. 

He contended the ordinary 
working man should be con- 
sidered as the present indica- 
tions could mean a 40-50 per 
cent rise in rates. 

SINCERE 

He said he is sincere in op- 
posing a rise in rates and will 
fight to-get the expenditure down 
and all councillors should agree 
to try and reduce expenditure. 

Cr. Cresser said he re-iterated 
Cr. Lee's remarks and wanted 
to know how Cr. Crofts proposed 
to pay for the swimming pools 
and recreation reserve facilities 
promised. 

Interjections from the gallery 
mentioned three swimming pools 


Shire President, Cr. S. G. Me- 
Intosh, asked the gallery to be 
quiet. 

Cr. Crofts said Cr. Cresser’s 
question was not fair as it did 
not come within the estimates 
and. suggested it was a “red 
herring.”” : 


FINANCE WAS HAYWIRE 

Cr. den Dulk rose to speak. 
He suggested thoughts go back 
to the first meeting of this coun- 
cil when the new Finance Com- 
mitte was appointed. He as- 
serted the council had a desire to 
elect Cr. Crofts chairman of the 
committee because Cr. Crofts 
considered the ‘finance was hay- 
wire." No one can say council- 
Jors have not treated him with 
fairness as the thing in which 
he was interested in has been 
given to him, said Cr. den Dulk. 

Cr. den Dulk admitted he was 
not experienced on finance. Re- 
garding the draft estimates, he 
said the first form presented by 
executive officers was not draf- 
ted two weeks ago, but prior to 
August. It was out much quicker 
than previously and available to 
all interested and all members 
of the Finance Committee. 

When the draft estimates were 
approved to-a certain extent, 
heads of the various departments 
had set the minimum money nec- 
essary to run their departments 
for the next 12 months. 

The new Finance Committee 
sits down to its first meeting to 
consider the draft estimates and 
for the next five hours went 
though every item. Because of 
‘the latencss of the hour the 
meeting was adjourned. 

Cr. den Dulk continued by say- 
ing that at the second meeting 
Cr. Crofts said at the beginning 
he would oppose any rise in rates 
and would say so in council. 

Cr. den Dulk reported he said 
he was prepared to listen to any 
suggestions of Cr. Crofts for re- 
ducing the expenditure and Cr. 


+} Crofts suggested going over the 


estimates again. 

Once again Cr. den Dulk poin- 
ted out he was not a financial ex- 
pert. He said they went over 
the estimates and there were no 
suggestions for reducing the ex- 
penditure. 

Cr. den Dulk said he is still 
prepared to listen to any sug- 
gestions for reducing the esti- 
mates. He asserts he would not 
mind meeting every night on 
the estimates, he would make 
himself available, but at each 
meeting he is not prepared to 
go over the work of the previous 
meeting. 

Cr. den Dulk believes that if 
one member of the committee 
has a way of reducing expendi- 
ture it should be voiced. How- 
ever, he pointed out the draft 
estimates could not carry on for 
months, people should know as 
quickly as possible and get the 
estimates over in as short a 
time as possible. 

He said over the years the 





council has always tried to keep 
rates as low as possible and he 
suggested residents should com- 
pare the various rates of differ- 
ent municipalities as published 
nat so very Jong ago in a daily 
newspaper. os 

Cr. den Dulk said this com- 
parison- shows Altona in a fav- 
ourable position. 

With all this talk on an in- 
crease in rates, maybe there will 

be an increase. councillors have 
to be honest, said Cr. den Dulk, 

He continued, it is to the bene- 
fit of the council to keep the 
rates as low as possible and it 
has given the people of Altona 
the benefit of low rates over the 
last seven years.

Cr. Lee said that during the 
course of the evening, he had 
occasion to ask if the photo- 
grapher had any objection to 
taking a photograph for the ex- 
clusive use of the “Footscray 
Mail" and for which the “Mail” 
would pay. 

Cr. Lee contends the photo- 
grapher accepted his proposition 
and he then began working for 
the “Mail.” He said the photo- 
grapher admitted he was ap- 
proached but now feels he has 
no responsibility to the clients. 

Cr. Lee considers the Shire 
has no responsibility for photo- 
graphs taken in the- president’s 
room and not commissioned by 
the Shire. 

“If the photographer had objec- 
ted he should have stated this,

Crofts could not find a means of 
reducing the expenditure and 
hoped to escape the responsibil- 
ity of facing up to the position. 

Cr. Lee charged that Cr. 
Crofts tried to escape the re- 
sponsibility to live up to his 
election’ promise, had failed to 
prove his claims and opposed 
the rate rise in order to deceive 
the electors. 

"In your .opfnion,”” commented 
Cr. Crofts. 

“Yes, you prove otherwise,” 
said Cr. Lee. 

Cr. Crofts pointed out that 
Cr. Lee had promised to rate- 
payers three swimming pools 
when he (Lee) was elected to 
council. 

Cr. Lee's reply that he did 
not wish to lower the standard 
of the debate drew laughter from 
the gallery. 

Again Cr. Lee said that Cr. 
Crofts had claimed all these 
things and was side-stepping re- 
sponsibility. He said what a 
shocking thing if men should be 
thrown out of work. 

“If,"" ‘this is supposition only 
commented Cr. Crofts, and added 
retrenchment was not mentioned. 
“What about the mau you sacked 
last meeting?” asked Cr. Crofts. 

This is many men, not one, re- 
plied Cr. Lee. 

Cr. Crofts suggested Cr. Lee’s 
statement showed that he was 
not prepared to wait for the 
final report from the Finance 
Committee, but was prepared 
for a rise in rates. ‘He sugges- 
ted it would be manners for Cr. 
Lee to wait until the recommen- 
dation is finalised. Cr. Crofts 
said that, quite frankly. he con- 
sidered Cr. Lee completely out 
of order.

However, Cr. Lee continued 
and said, “If there is no way of 
curtailing expenditure, Cr. Crofts 
is prepared to blindly sland by 
his statement of no increase. I 
am prepared to wait for the 
final analysis which may, may, 
mean an increase in expendi- 
ture. One thing I hate is some- 
one prepared to get where they 
want to go while using every 
dirty trick hé knows to get 
there.” 

“I object under the Local 
Government Act to the offen- 
sive statement of Cr. Lee,” 
said Cr. Crofts. 

Cr. Fisher asked the Shire 
Secretary, Mr. J. W. Waters, 
for a copy of the Local Govern- 
ment Act.

Lee then claimed an _apol- 
ogy from the Ratepayer Candi- 
dates in the last election for 
suggesting councillors whom he 
considered had been elected on 
merit had no initiative. 

Cr. Crofts pointed out such 
a statement had not been made 
in the council chamber. 

Cr. Lee's final comments were, 
“JT never wish to see the debate 
come down again to the level it 
has tonight, but I think I have 
showed the true position and 
will fight the issues on proper 
facts.” 

“We should get back to the 
situation where the council was 
united in efforts working for this 
municipality.”

He 
added that it still did not take 
away from his mind that the 
photographer had not acted in 
“a proper ethical manner” by 
not supplying the photographs 
to the “Mail.” 
‘LITTLE BUSINESS APTITUDE’ 

“This shows little business ap- 
titude," remarked Cr. Lee. 

Here the matter should rest, 
said Cr. Lee. “I only apologise 
for the one part,” was his final 
comment. 

“I second it,” said Cr. A. W. 
Bond. 

“This matter is not clear to 
me,” said Cr. W. L. J. Crofts. 
He pointed out that the photo- 
grapher stated in his letter that 
the photograph published in the 
“Star” was not the one ordered 
by the “Mail.” “Is this a fact?” 
asked Cr. Crofts. “‘Is the one in 
the ‘Star’ different to the one 
ordered by the ‘Mail’?” 

Cr. Lee replied that as far as 
he is concerned the particular 
photograph was commissioned 
for the ‘Mail.’ All photographs 
taken in “that room’ were for 
the ‘Mail.’ He continued that 
as far as he is aware the ‘‘Foot- 
scary Mail,” like any newspaper, 
takes a series of photographs. 
It was specifically requested that 
these photographs be taken for 
the “Mail.” \ 

“Whatever arrangements were 
made by the Shire Secretary and 
the photographer I do not know, 
I was not aware the Shire Sec- 
tary requested these,” said Cr. 
Lee. 

SHIRE SECRETARY 
INTERRUPTS 


Shire Secretary Mr. Waters in- 
ferrupted to say the council 
must be fair to him. He recalled 
that no orchestra had arrived for 
the function and while he was 
out of the building arranging al- 
ternative music, he was not 
aware of what had taken place 
with the photographer. 

However, he pointed out he 
engaged the photographer, Mr. 
Sutton, and had instructed him 
to take photographs of a_ topi- 
cal and personal nature during 
the evening. Mr. Waters said 
he was quite pleased with the 
family group published in the 
“Star” and concluded with the 
remark, “I accept Mr. Sutton’s 
explanation.” 

As far as I am concerned if 
this community orders photo- 
graphs they remain the preperty 
of the council, went on Cr. Lee. 
He continued: “Surely it is up 
to this community to state which 
photograph is to be published, 
this must apply to all—it is a 
loose situation to allow people 
to go through the lot of them and 
pick the most suitable.” 

Mr. Waters interjected to ask 


Cr. Lee “how he_ thought 
photographs in the “Mail’ got 
printed?” 


Before any photographs go out 
they should be approved by 
someone nominated by the coun- 
cil, said Cr. Lee. He added: 
“Maybe photographs they feel 
suit them, would not suit us.” 

“Don’t you think F protect 
the councillors and look after 
their interests?” asked Mr. 
Waters. 

Mr. Waters (who was absent 
when the photographs were de- 
livered to the Shire Offices and 
left instructions for a junior 
officer to go through them) said. 
“As a matter of fact I was very 
pleased with the photograph pub- 
lished in the ‘Star’.”  ‘ 

Cr. Lee, then moved that, in 
future, before any photographs 
commissioned by the council are 
submitted for publication they 
be checked by an appropriate 
member of the council. Seconded 
by Cr. Bond. When put to the 
vote all councillors voted for 
the motion with the exception of 
Cr. Crofts. The motion was car- 
tied.
